Banxcing Appointment.—Mr. C. H. Burton, 
for many years manager of the Pettigo Branch 
of the Belfast Bank, has been appointed to 
the managership of that bank in Magherafelt, 
Co. Derry. . 

Silent Valley Tragedy—Michael Synott, 20, 
crane driver, in the employment of Pearson and 
Sons, Silent Vailey reservoir works, a native 
of Annsborough, Castlewellan, was killed on 
Saturday. A crane capsized. and Synott was 
pinned underneath. 

Dangerous ODriving.—At Strabane Petty 
Sessions William McGoldrick, of the Castle- 
derg district, was fined 20s., with costs, for 
driving a motor car in a manner dangerous 
to the public at Strabane. Robert Hunter, 
of Coolermoney, was fined the same sum for 
a similar offence.

The meeting endorsed a resolution to the 
effect that the Minister of Fisheries should be 
requested to exercise his right under Section 
5 of the Act of 1925. by increasing 
number of conservators by one additional 
fresh-water conservator for Division B of the 
Dublin district.

Sir Thomas said “that the issues involved 
were—first, the credit of the Free State, and, 
secondly, the fair, reasonable and honourable 
treatment, of the backbone of the people of 
Ireland—that was, the middle-class men and 
women who, by inheritance or thrift, acquired 
shares in the Irish Railways, the security of 
which was looked upon as tantamount to 
British Consols. The Government of the Free 
State, in what they thought right (and he 
had no reason to doubt their yisdom) for the 
benefit of the community, decided upon com- 
pulsory amalgamation of the trunk railways 
of Southern Ireland, with compu in- 
structions that they must acquire sevéral 
almost bankrupt, and certainly unproductive, 
smaller railways, which it was admitted by 
the Government could not be carried on at a 
rofit. Concurrently the Government-and 
le agreed. with them—in order to promote 
trade and commerce, compelled the amal. 
gamated railways to reduce their charges for 
transport and for carrying passengers. There- 
fore, it Seemed plain logic that the Govern- 
ment, which insisted on these changes for the 
benefit of the community at large, should see 
that the shareholders were not compelled to 
suffer penury and want. 

THE STANDARD OF WAGES.

POSSIBILITIES OF AERIAL 
PHOTOGRAPHY. 


Mr. Liam Gogan, Assistant-Keeper of the 
National Museum, Dublin, delivered an 
address to the members of the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday at Clery’s Restaurant, his 
subject being “ Aerial Photography, with 
special reference to Irish Archmology."’ 
Aerial photography, he said, owed its origin 
to the great European war, although it had 
often been tried before that, especially in the 
United States. 
With the ‘introduction of the aeroplane into 
the field of war the camera was found to be 
« useful adjunct, the lead having been given 
by the Germans. The aerial camera was 
quickly developed to suit the hanged condi- 
tions of flying. In due course an automatic 
film camera was invented, which e sec- 
tions of a iat of om 9 at oe em 
sponding wi es of the machine, an 
at the same time recording the altitude and 
compass-bearing in each picture. 
In the event of an aerial survey off Ireland 
becoming ible. this was just the apparatus 
that would be required to secure the best re- 
sults. It was not, of course, to be assumed that 
air survey could replace the ordinary work 
carried out hitherto on the surface, but it 
could facilitate it to an enormous extent. 
After the war the archzological possibilities 
¥ the air camera began to be discovered. For 
the first time in history, for example, it was 
possible to obtain a true picture of the roofs 
of the great medieval cathedrals. Further, 
great earth works, on which the heavy hand 
of time had rested with dire results, 
which. it was impossible to 
piece together or co-ordinate in a lucid or 
intelligent plan, assumed their proper form 
to deliver their striking message across the 


ages. 

MAJOR MOLONY’S EXPERIMENTS. 
The lecturer, havi mentioned some of 
the discoveries—in d, Egypt and 
Malta—said' that the fliustrative side of 
the science was undoubtedly one of its most 
important utilities, and one that was specially 
desirable for lopment here at home. The 
late Major ony, of the Free State Flying 
Corps, was the first aviator in Ireland to 
make serial photographs. 

About two years ago he (Mr. Gogan) 
induced the Chief of Staff of the Free State 
Army to take up aerial photography, and the 
initial experiments in that direction were con- 
fined- to the territory in Meath between the 
Liffey and the Boyne. This area was un- 
doubtedly the most im Ean a sháile 
logically s ing, in Ireland. It was the 
sm reann Al gs , René point oí much of 
early irish culture. At a central point of the 
district Tara was situated, the seat of ancient 
royalty and religion. 


IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. 

He had s ted to Major Molony the 
desirability making photographs of Tara 
and the strip of territory on the north bank 
of the Boyne, chiefly in the neighbourhood of 
New. Grange and Dowth. One photograph 
of Tara showed up the illusionary character 
of some of Professor Macalister’s theorising 
ace. A few banks and mounds 
visible witness to the great past 
old hill, but they represented the 
various divisions of the great ol ee, But 
the aerial practi i created 
Tara, and constituted one oí the most 
im t discoveries of recent days. The 
photograph revealed a fair-sized rath hitherto 
unknown. w aid near the road, were 

traces of other early remains, 
There was also a small mound which 
was. a most interesting discovery, for 
coincided precisely with the _ loca- 
tion given by the early topographers 
to the house of the mythical founder 
of Tara. On the Southern side of the mound 
other conjoined raths were. found, all of 
which were of great interest to the arch#olo- 
i All these discoveries, he submitted, 
ituted a gae esr ce for the use cf 
ind.

Can there be 
certain influences in the Free State bent on 
ruling or ruining the people in the sacred 
name of patriotism’ Has the shadow of 
patriotism been substitated the sub- 
stance? 

One of the principal objections to com- 
pulsory Irish is that it is a dead language 
Bastille into which the young mind must be 
forced. Mr. MacNeill thinks this quite desu 
able and bluntly states: ‘“‘ Young people 
should get an education that would centre 
(confine) their minds in their own place 
(parish) and in the work of the locality 
Rowing wood and drawing water, presum- 
ably), and not the education that would make 
them happy when they were listening-in to 
wireless communications from London or New 
York or some place thousands of miles away.”’ 
Precisely! [Irish children are to be cut off in 
their local parishes from all opportunities of 
listening-in to the orchestras of progress and 
outside civilisation. The Gaelic limpet must 
cling tight to his own rock and let the tides 
of enlightenment flow past him. The young 
prisoners of patriotism must stay indoors in 
their “house of bondage,’’ chained by the 
ears to a “cilivisation’’ one thousand years 
behind the times. Thus forcibly spoon-fed 
with Irish, some of these children may then 
emigrate to the Middle West, “like the 
Swedish and Finnish settlers,” who, on 
arrival there, know no language but their 
own and become “' very successful ” tillers of 
the soil for a foreign country, from whose 
Government the Minister candidly admits 
that he would get a short answer if he asked 
for a return of the money spent on their 
lingual education to confine them to foreign 
soil in this case. Nevertheless, he emphati- 
cally states that “we have got to get rid 
of the idea that our business is to educate 
young men and women for. America, Great 
Britain or any other country. I won't stand 
for it! I won't take it from anybody. ... 
So long as anybody thought that the object 
of an education’was to provide a job for Tom, 
Dick and Harry affairs would be hopeless.” 
For what then is this compulsory education 
in Irish designed? Are struggling Irish 
parents to be taxed in order that their 
children may be confined to an ornamental 
education guaranteed not to provide a job, 
so that they may .console themselves with 
conversing exclusively in Irish while drawing 
water, hewing wood or ditching at home?! 

During the captivity in Egypt in the old 
**house of bondage’’ the classical complaint 
was that we were “hewers of wood and 
drawers of water’’ for the satraps of the 
British Pharaoh. Is ‘“‘the accursed breath of 
dungeon dew’ so heavy on us still that, 
after resolutely forsaking the flesh-pots of 
Egypt, we hanker to deliver the ‘‘tale of 
bricks’ as of old, and even to make them 
ourselves with our “own straw? After

THE FREE STATE GOVERNMENT, 
tO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,— Years ago we were oiten told that, 

we had Home Rule, we should be the 
happiest and most prosperous people in the 
world—that. Ireland would be governed in 
harmony with Irish ideas and that we should 
not have a shadow of a grievance left. I 
cannot recall that we had any substantial 
grievances in those days, but we have plenty 
now and to spare. have purchased farms 
at £30 an acre, Garned by my own industry. 
Under present law two-thirds of my land will 
be taken from me at about one-fifth of the 
amount paid for it. I shall have to pay a 
large sum in connection with the Shannon 
electricity scheme, which cannot ever be of 
any use to me, and in connection with the 
beet root industry, which cannot benefit me, 
as I have now no tillage, having lost heavily 
over it. A Government Commission has 
proved after careful inquiry that tillage 
cannot pay under existing conditions, and 
dozens of your correspondents, men of large 
experience, have proved the same thing to 
demonstration. ese men are mere 
theortsts. 

I have also to pay for compulsory Irish. 
[ have had to sand toe children to Northern 
[reland to avoid learning Irish, and later on 
they will go to England to study medicine. 
The Minister of ucation has stated ver 
clearly that it is not desired to give im 
children such an education as would enable 
them to rise in the world and to fill lucrative 
posts here or abroad. I do not think that 
there are any parents who do not desire 
their children to rise and fill the highest 
position possible, 

Four years ago I and five near neighbours 
received the morning papers at 12.50 p.m. 
punctually. Under the existing régime the 
papers would not be delivered till some time 
next day, or, perhaps, not till the third 
morning. We do not now receive papers by 
post: we send a boy on a bicycle to the 
railway station, three miles distant, and we 
have the morning papers at 11 a.m., saving 
the cost of postage. Four years ago six- 
penny telegrams were delivered free of 
charge. I sent and Yeceived a large number 
every week. ‘l'elegrams now cost 2s. 6d. or 
more ; so I send nome and receive none. The 
parcel post might as well be non-existent, 
as we make no use of it. Let Mr. Walsh 
mark and inwardly digest these facts. Ido 
not think that it cam be said that Ireland 
is governed according to Irish ideas. Part of 
it is called the “‘ Free State, but there is 
very little freedom im it.—Yours, etc.,
